The Chairman— Without further 
preface, let me ask you to drink long 
life and happiness to our sweet, good 
and gentle Queen—{(echeers)—to whom 
our lové and loyalty go forth unbid- 
den; and next to the balth of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales and the 
rest of the royal family. (Cheers.) I 
need not tell you that the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, by constant acts 
of kindness, generosity, apd perfect 
sympathy with all who are poor and 
themselves 
to every class of the King’s subjects. 
(Cheers.) Never in history has there 
been an heir to the throne who. has 
seen so much of the empire as our 
sailor prince, (Cheers.) Thirty years 
ago,-during the three years’ voyage 
of the Bacchante, he became ac 
quainted with the Indies, South Am- 
erica, with the Cape, with Austral- 
asia, with Singapore, with China, 
Egypt and many other most interest- 
ing regions. Thgn twenty years later, 
as heir-apparent, accompanied by the 
Princess of Wales, he visited Australia 
and opened in regal state the frst 
parliament of the great Common- 
wealth, This was, indeed, a vast his- 
torical colonial tour, for it comprised 
Ceylon, the Australian continent, New 
Zealand, Mauritius, Natal, the Cape 
Colony, Canada, and Newfoundland-— 
in all a, voyage of 50,000 miles; twice, 
or more then twice the circumference 
of the globe, Again, four years ago, 
he visited India and Burma, and 
scarcely a year since he visited Can- 
ada to celebrate the tercentenary of 
Quebec, {heers.) His Royal High- 
ness, as you all know, has a remark, 
able faculty of erystallising his ob- 
servations, or his conclusions into a 
few sentences which live in the hearts 
and minds of the people. (Cheers.) 
After one of these memorable voyages 
he compressed his conclusions into 
three oft-quoted, simple words, ‘‘Wake 
up, England!” If His Royal High- 
ness were here ionight I veritably be- 
lieve he would feel convinced that 
we are awake, and would be justified 
in the belief that we do not mean to 
rest until there is within our reach 
the satisfaction of a repose that shall 
have been well deserved and, fairly 
won. (Cheers.) The toast is “The 
Health of Her Majesty the Queen, 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
and the rest of the Royal Family.” 

The toast was enthusiastically 
pledged. 

The chairman, rising again, then 
said: My duty now is very simple. 
Before I discharge it, let me say that, 
proud as I am and have always been 
of the profession to which I have 
the honor to belong, I have never been 
so proud of it as at this moment, when 
I stand face to face with an assembly 
such as has never before been gath- 
eved together. (Cheers,) Never. in 
the past has any man stood before a 
compact body of all the most distin- 
guished journalists of the entire Brit. 
ish empire. (Cheers.) Let me, then, 
say to those who are here tonight, not 
only on my own part as president, 
but on the part of the noble treasurer, 
Lord Northcliffe, on the part of the 
ehairman of the committee, Mr. Ar- 
thur Pearson—gwho is, I deeply regret 
to say, through illness, unable to be 
with us tonight, and who asks me to 
express to you his regret-—we much 
deplore his absence, and hope that he 
will have a speedy recovery-—on the 
part also of the committee, which in- 
cludes the most distinguished journ- 
alists of Great Britain, and on the 
part, last, but very far from least, of 
our indefatigable secretary, Mr. Harry 
Brittain—(eheers)—te whom, in_ jus- 
tice be it said, the origin and im a 
greut measure the development of this 
great and important undertaking are 
due, and who has worked night and 
day so that a fortunate result may 
ensue—for all these let me express 
the intense satisfaction which they 
feel at the assured success of their in- 
vitation and our invitation to the 
representative journalisis of the press 
of the Dominions of the {ndian em- 
pire and the colonies, (Cheers.) Our 
fervent hope and belief have always 
been that nothing but good could ac- 


public opinion with those who have 
undertaken a similar responsibility 
among distant regions allied t the 
Mother Country. The recponse to our 
invitation has exceeded the most san- 
guine expectations, (Cheers We 
have framed a program of enfertain-' 
Ments, not solely for the purpose of 
‘amusement, but with a desire that 
out of the discussions whieh ‘must 
arise there may ultimately“be arrived 
at understandings that before the hour 
has come to say good-bye may en- 
able us all to compre what ate 
the prospects and what the opportuni- 
ties of closer union and increased 
sympathy. (Clieers.) But there is one 
bigs J that it would be well for us all 
in this country ever to remember, 
and that is that in speaking to you 
we do not speak to you alone; we 
speak through you to countless thous- 
ands of our kinsmen—to men of our 
own flesh and blood, who may never 
have seen the land in which their fore- 
fathers were born, but who are keen 
and eager to prove ,as they have often 
proved in, the past, bat never more 
toreibly by their recent actions and 
offers, that they are animeted by a 
spirit of splendid patriotiem, and are 
a utely convinced that in closer 
union lies the seeret of irresistible 
(Loud cheers.) These, as it 
seems to mes are men who, from the 
Greater Britain beyond the seas, 
stretch forth their hands to us in 
the fervent expectation—which,I hope 
to God, may never be disappointed— 
that we shall ask them with all the 
strength and grip of a loyal and last- 
ing iriendship. (Loud cheers.) Now, 
one thing I am singularly fortunate 
in. TIT am enabled to call now on one 
¢who has made the closer union of all 
the distant parts of the empire, I 
think I may say, one of the leading 
ideals of his life. Might I, do you 
think, venture to congratulate him on 
the realization, in some slight meas- 
ure, it may be, upon this as a satia- 
faction to his patriotic ambition. Tf 
venture now to call upon my noble 
friend, the Parl of Rosebery . (Loud 
cheers.)

Colonial Press. 

The Earl of Rosebery, who was re- 
ceived with loud and prolonged cheers, 
said: My Lord Burnham, my Lords 
and Gentlemen,—I have had the great 
honor entrusted to me of proposing 
the health of “Our Guests,” coupled 
with the name of Sir Hugh Graham, 
of Montreal. (Cheers,) I confess that 
| feel overwhelmed by the importance 
of this oceasion. It is not only. that 
in this vast hall speaking to so many 
remote tables I feel something like 
a prophet in the desert—a minor 
prophet—{iaughter)}—speaking to 4a 
number of believers in scattered oases. 
(Laughter.) I daresay that I shall 
not be able to make myself heard; I 
confidently expect that I shall not. 
But, §t any rate, gentlemen, coming 
from so far, I am sure you will be 
merciful to one who has to address 
you under such trying circumstances. 
There is another reason which fills 
me with a sense of awe. It is the 
enormous importance of the gathering 
I am speaking to. We have had con- 
ferences beiore—many of them; con- 
ferences of great importance ,at whieh 
the prime ministers and* ministers of 
the empire have met together to con- 
sult on the great matters of poltecy 
which concern the empire . It is neo 
disparagement to those gatherings to 
say that I hold that this is more im- 
portant still. (Hear, hear.) I have 
the greatest respect for prime min- 
isters and ministers; but, whatever 
their splendour may be when they are 
in the ascendant, they are essentially 
transient bodies—(laughter)—except, I 
believe, in Canada—(laughter)—while 
good newspapers are or should be 
eternal; and the power of a great 
newspaper, with the double function 
of guiding and embodying the public 
opinion of the province over which it 
exerts an influence, is (mmeasurably 
greater than that of, any statesman 
could be. I say, then, that this is 
a meeting of vast importance. It re- 
minds me, indeed, of one of the few 
recollections I thave of my classical 
education at Eton. Those who, like 
me, have pursued the same ardous 
course may remember the descriptions 
of the caveyof King Aeolus—the cave 
in which all the winds of heaven 
were embraced, and over which King 
Aeolus held sway. At at touch or 
sign from him these gales swept out 
of the eavern, either as hurricanes to 
spread wreck and devastation all over 
the world, or in the form of balmy 
breezes to bring blessing and health 
wherever they might attain, Well,.1 
tonight am in the cavern of the winds 
of the empire. I do net pretend—God 
forbid that I should pretent—to be 
the King Aeolus who coniavle these 
powers, That would rather belong 
to my noble friend on my right in the 
chair, (Laughter,) But I may, at 
any rate, claim to feel as a humble, 
a timid, and a perhaps—(A voice: “A 
Derby winner.”) One hardly feels 
like a Derby winner on this occasion. 
If the gentleman who has interupted 
me has ever been im the position of 
‘being a Derby winner h,e will agree 
that you can hardly conceive any- 
thing so remote from that as addres- 
sing a meeting in this large hall, I 
would rather claim the privilege of 
being a humble and unworthy guest 
of King Aeolus. Well, I am quite 
sure when these winds go forth, when 
these powers are exerted for the em- 
pire on your return jrom this island, 
they will be exerted for the benefit 
of the empire. (Cheers.) Now, Lord 
Burnham, it is my duty, I suppose, to 
make 9 speech, and not immediately 
to sit down, but if I carried out my 
own semee of the veeasion, if L. oarz- 
ried out what Iybelieve to be what 
is required on this occasion, I should 
confine myself to two words and then 
sit down. They are the only two 
essential words, They are the simp- 
lest and, perhaps, the sweetest that 
can be heard by wortal ear, and yet, 
they are the only two words im which 
I would sum up what I have to say 
10 our guests from beyond the seas to- 
night—- ‘Welcome home.” (Loud 
cheers.) Yes, gentlemen, that is the 
motto of this oceasion—‘Welcome to 
your home.”’ (Renew od cheers.) Some 
of you, many of you, have never seen 
your home,and you will see something 
in the course of the next fortnight 


crue trem a meeting of these who inj whieh T will not boast of, but whieh, 
Great Britain seek to form and guide in its way is ummatehed in the world,’ sake of Canada, and partly for the 


(Cheers,.) You will see an ancient and 
a stately civilization. You will see 


that embodied in our old abbeys and 
cathedrals, built in fhe age of faith 
and surviving to testify that that 
iaith is not dead in Britain. (Renew. 
ed cheers.) You will see it in the 
ancient colleges of Oxtord and Cam- 
bridge, and St, Andrews and Aber- 
deen—shrines of learning which are 
venerable not. only from their an- 
tiquity. You will see as you pass 
about the eountry—you will see the 
little villages clustered about the 
heavenalirected spires, as they have 
clustered for centuries, and you will 
see the ancient mother of all parlia- 


mente, the most venerable progenitor 
‘of free institutions—the ‘ouse of 
Commons. (Cheere.) I cannot pro» 


mise you an even greater pleasure in 
seeing the House of Lords, be¢ause 
that will not be sitting during the 
period of your visit. (Oh, oh,” and 
laughter.) And throughout the coun- 
try you will see those old manor 
houses where the squirearchy of Great 
Britain have lived for centuries, al- 
most all of them inhabited long be- 
fore the discovery of Australia, and 
some even before the discovery of 
America—a civilization, a country 
lifey which I advise you to see on 
your present visit, because when you 
next come if may not be here for you 
to see it. (Laughter.) Speeding on- 
wards from these more rural seenes, 
from ali this which is embodied his- 
tory, and which represents the an- 
tiquity and tradition of a thousand 
years, go on to the leeming coffimni- 
ties which represent the manufactures, 
the energy, the alertness of commer- 
cial life of Great Britain. And, last 
of all, surrounding all, and guarding 
it, you will see a prodigious armada 
and a prodigious but always inade- 
quate army. AT! of these, Bentlemen, 
are- yours as much as ours. 
Your possessions, your pride, and 
your home. What do you bring to 
us? That is quite as important; it 
is, indeed, more important to us than 
what you can take from us, You 
bring, [ trust, the youth of your vigor- 
ous communities; you bring the can- 
dour of acute criticism, the frankness 
of speech which belongs to your young 
dominions across the seas; you bring 
to us, L hope, the freshest news, the 
most recent information as to all the 
aspirations and policies of the com- 
munities amongst which /you live; 
you bring, I suspect, the same mes- 
sage which you quoted just now, 
and which the Prince of Wales 
brought back and condensed in thoss 
admirable words after a tour round 
the Empire: “Wake up, old coun- 
try!” I hope you may come Mo tell 
us all the most recent news about 
the dominions beyond the sea’. 

I am aware that there is ample ‘e- 
presentation here of the different 
parts of the empire,‘including Can- 
ada, Australia, the Cape, and India. 
I am quite aware that there is aa 
ample representation from the press 
of India on this occasion, but they 
will forgive fme if I do not address 
myself to them, because what I have 
to say to that eastern country, that 
ancient civil:sation, will be of a dif- 
ferent scope from that which I ad- 
dress to the representatives of the 
newer parts of the empire. But I 
will say this word to the Indian 
delegates—I do hope they will not go 
away without having given some gul- 
dance to our democracy as to the 
right method of governing and guid- 
ing that ancient civilization of India, 
comprising numberless religions, and 
an inscrutable whole of native pop- 
ulations which scem to understand 
us so much better than we can be 
said to know about them. Well, gen- 
tlemen, after all, the best you can 
bring. us is the knowledge of your 
selves and your communities, be- 
cause we never can know enougn 
about them, Hear, hear.) The other 
night I ventured to dream a dream~- 
which is a very favorite practice «tf 
retired politicians. (Laughter.) And 
thinking ‘oi that vast armada, the 
surplus of which is s0 coustantly 
scrapped at what may seem wholly 
inadequate prices to the tax-payer— 
(aughter)—f could not help — imag- 
ining how admirably some of those 
large ships might be used, not for the 
purposes of war, but for the pur- 
poses of peace, I thought to my- 
that, if I were the lay-disposer ot 
events in this country, I should like 
Parliament to vote supplies for two 
years, and then pack itself up ‘n 
three or four of these obsolete war- 
ships and go for a trip in order t9 
find out something about the empire, 
(Prolonged applause.) You may ob- 
ject at once to my scheme and say: 
“But how will the country be gov- 
erned while the ministers were all 
absent?” (Laughter.) I reply with 
confidence that the people would be 
governed much as they are now, by 
the heads of the permanent depart- 
mente, (Laughter.) And I am «ot 
sure that some of us would not feel 
an even greater confidence in the 
welfare of the country if it were uD 
der that permanent and well-ordered 
control, (Laughter and cheers.) 
Well, but T should include the House 
of Lords in this expedition? (Laugh- 
ter.) I thing the sfouse of Lords 
might accompany them on condition 
et paying their own expenses. 
(Laughter.) For that, [ might ex- 
plain to the Colonial visitors is the 
great distinction between the House 
of Lords and the House of Commons— 
the House of Commons votes the 
taxes and the Rowse of, Lords pays 
them, (Loud laughter and cheers ) 
Therefore, I think my proposal would 
place them on an equitable basis. 
(Renewed laughter.) Whatever their 
present relations might be, I should 
not be afraid of putting them in the 
same vesaels, beeduse I am confident 
that the wholesome discipline of the 
ocean would soon shake them down 
to a condition of parity, if not of 
amity. (Laughter,) low, let as 
imagine how our scheme would 
shape up. I would first take them 49 
Newfoundland on a visit of homaze 
to our most ancient and historic ¢®l- 
ony, where even our legislators would 
be able to find some constitutional 
problems which have been solved 
nowhere else, (Cheers.) 

I would take them to Canada, and 
I would give them many months -n 
Canada-—(hear, hear)—partly for the 
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orev might see man 
were new to them, 
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feeling that the holiday should be a 
leisurely one, I would give them a 
long time in Canada. They have an 
immense dominion to rove over there. 
things whien 
hey would see 
that even under the most «advanced 
democracy a prime minister may hold 
his own against the successive buffets 
of innumerable general elections. 
(Laughter.) They may see that in 
Canada wealth ‘is not a crime— 
(laughter)—because some of the most 
glowing specimens of the obnoxious 
ereature, the multi-millionaire have 
been produced on that goil of lib 
erty, But I will pause to point out 
the varieties both of political and 
physical sport in which our legisla 
tors might indulge in Canada. 

I would take them to New Zen- 
land, and there in New Zealand they 
would. see most of the policies rt 
which they aim, and which they, are 
endaavoring to construct for "ys 
country, being carried out under tle 
advantages of a virgin soil am™ the 
absence—the total absence of trad! 
tion and complexity. 

1 must take them on to Australia— 
that most marvellous of continents, 
where everything is abnormal—the 
marsupials, the duck-billed platypus, 
and point to the fact that a popu- 
lation of about two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation of the capital of this country 
is able to maintain seven Legisla 
tures, seven capitals, and seven Min- 
istries without any serious inconveni- 
ence. (Laugivicer and cheers.) In 
our country we have always found 
one of each to be sufficient, and .t 
shows the vigor of the young cou- 
tinent that it eoild supply such a 
multiplicity of these onerous bless- 
ings; and if my expedition was dis- 
posed to take its leisure, it might ‘n- 
dulge in the permanent sport of Aus- 
gralia, the hunting for the Federal 
capital. Then they should return 
through South Africa, where they 
they would see the greatest sucoess 
of the Imperial Government of Greut 
Britain, (Hear, hear.) The greatest 
and the most recent suceess—where 
a bold and magnanimous policy has 
healed the seams of war, and from 
the blood gallantly shed on both 
sides in the recent war which might 
well have been a stream of unending 
division between two contending pop- 
ulations, has extracted the cement 
which has united a new empire, And 
if my excursionists were not tired outj 
and ifthey were not too ardently sum- 
moned home—whicn I don’t think 
would be the case—if our excursion- 
ists were not tired out, they might 
proceed northward through Africa, 
avoiding Uganda, sy as not to disturb 
the privacy of the iatc president of 
the United States—(laughter)— and 
proceeding northward, they | might 
take their way home by Egypt, whege 
they would see what a British goverf- 
ment, wisely directed, can do to res- 
cue order from chaos. (Cheers.) 
The dream I recently dreamed is, t 
know, impracticable. I know that 
the fact that the parliament is sit- 
ting, and ¢onstantly sitting, is one of 
immeasurably consolation to every 
Idritish taxpayer—(laughter)—and [ 
am quite certain nobody could be 
found in England willing to lose the 
advantages of the society of our Par- 
liament and of our legislators for a 
single month, much less the eighteen 
months which | contefnplated in my 
trip. But there would be counter- 
balancing advantages with regard to 
the acquaintance they would make 
with the empire with which they 
have to deal, To pass from that, I 
notice that you have —of course, IT 
know that you have—solid and prac- 
tical topies to deal with on this oc- 
casion. You don’t come here on 4 
coffee-house tour, You have come 
see the old home and *to do mych 
practical work. E have looked at the 
list of your topics, and I must say 
it was with a feeling of sensible re- 
lief that L saw that Tariff Reform 
was not among them. (Laughter and 
cheers.) It is not, of course, that ft 
jloubt that that interesting topic 
would have been exhaustively dealt 
with, but -I understand that it is de- 
sired that this should be a peaceful 
conference, and perhaps it is as weil 
with that object that that particular 
topic should be eliminated, (Laugn- 
ter.) Then we come to the question 
of the closer communication between 
the Empire. That, sir, is one of the 
most vital of all, (Hear, hear.) It 
is perfectly certain that if you are 
to build up the Empire—or a treble 
“Empire bound up as one, I think tt 
is, —if you are to build up the Em- 
pire you can only do it by the freest 
knowledge of its; wants and ideas— 
(hear, hear)—that the whole opinion 
and the thought of the Empire, 
hich should circulate like blood 
through the body politie, should like 
blood, chiefly cireulate through the 
heart, (Cheers.) IL remember, whea 
1 was travelling about trying ‘to make 
myself acquainted with these great 
dominions, when L was in Australia 
—whieh, | am sorry to say, I com- 
puted today was twenty-five years ago 
—I thought that cricket buiked a lit. 
tle too largely in the news that 
reacher me from the ancient country; 
and I remember when I wae in Can 
ada, which, I am ashamed to say, j8 
even longer ago—I thought that the 
news which reached Canada from the 
Mother Country, did not, somehow, 
pass through a wholly favorable 
channel. (Hear, hear.) Well, of 
course, all that is changed now, 
(Hear, hear.) I do not know the 
existing state of things, but T am 
quite certain that no such abuses 
exist as I remember on that ocea- 
sion, But if you want to bind the 
Empire close together, you tind your 
main means must be the cheapest 
methods of communication, (Cheers.) 
The unwearied Mr. Henniker Heaton 
—(cheera)—has sent me some very 
interesting papers bearing upon this 
subject, but 1 do nqt think they are 
suited for an occasion such as this, 
but are more for your serious dis- 
cussions in conference. | pass, then, 
from the question of communicatioa, 
merely making this remark in pass- 
ing—-no one can have lived awe long 
as I have without seeing the enor- 
mous improvement in our British 
press with regard to the news from 
the Empire beyond the seas, (Hear, 
hear.) Thirty or forty yearg ago you 
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were satised with a jejune announce- 
nyent thet eome prime minister, 
whose name you had never heard, 
im some place with which you were 
imperfectly acquainted had recently 
resigned office, and had been auc. 
ceeded by somebody else; Sut T think 
you may give Vtshsucrme- ‘ow 

you may give us this credit, as re- 
gards our English and Scottish press, 
that you will find ample well-dnform- 
ed articles on all subjects relating 
to colonial affairs, which show both 
an interest and enthusiasm which ‘s 
extremely gratifying to the Imper 
ialist. (Cheers,) Now, gentlemen.) 
you will forgive me if I come next 
and at once ta what is by far the 
most vital topic that you will have 
to discuss at this conference, or 
which concerns Europe as a whole—I 
mean, that of Imperial defence, 
I do not know that in some ways I 
have ever seen a condition of things 
in Europe so remarkable, so peace. 
ful, and in some respects so menac- 
ing as the condition which ex’sts at 
this moment, There is a hush in En- 
rope, a hush in which one might al- 
most hear a leaf fall te the ground, 
There is an absolute absence of any 
questions which ordinarily lead to 
war. One of the greatest empires 
which is sometimes supposed to men 
ace peace is entirely engrossed with 
its romestic affairs. Another great 
Kasterh Empire which has furnish- 
od a2 perpetus! preblem for European 
statesmen, has taken on a new lease 
of life and youth in searching for 
liberty and constitutional reform. 
All,, then, forbodes peace, and yet, 
at the same time, combined with this 
total absence of all question of frio- 
tion, there never_awas, in the history 
of the world, so threatening and ov- 
erpowering a preparation for war. 
This is the sign which I regard as 
most ominous. For forty years it has 
been a platitude to say that Europe 
is an armed camp, and for forty 
years it has been true that nations 
have been facing each other armed 
to the teeth, and that has been, ‘if 
some respects, a guarantee of peace. 
And now, what do we see? And now, 
without any ‘tangible reason, we see 
the nations \|preparing new arma- 
ments, They cannot, indeed, arm 
any more men on land, so they have 
to seek new armaments upon the sea, 
piling up this enormous preparation 
as if for some approaching Armaged 
don. And yet thie is a time of the 
profoundest peace. We live in the 
midst of what L think was called by 
Petrarch a “silens bellum’’—a silent 
warfare, in which not a drop of blood 
is shed in anger, but in’ which the 
last drop is extracted from the ody 
by the lancets of the European states- 
men, I admit there are features of 
which must cause special anxiety +o 
the friends of Great Britain, and of 
the British Empire. But 1 will not 
dwell upon this tonight. I will only 
say this, that I will ask you, while 
in this country, to compare carefully 
the armaments of Europe with our 
own preparations to met them, and 
give your impressions to the Empire 
in return. I feel confident in the 
resolution and power of this country 
to met any reasonable conjunction of 
affairs, but when I see this burst- 
ing out of navies everywhere, when I 
see our country alone asking for 25 
millions of extra taxation for war- 
like preparations; when | see the un- 
precedented. sacrifices which are ask- 
ed from us on the same grounds, 
I do begin to feel uneasy as to the 
outcome of it all, and to wonder 
where it will stop; and if it is mere- 
ly going to bring back Europe into 4 
state of barbarism, or whether it will 
cause a catastrophe in which the 
workmen of the world will say: “We 
will have no more of this madne»s 
and foolery which is grinding us to 
powder!’ 

Gentlemen, we ean and 
build “Dreadnaughts,’’ or whatever 
the newest type of ship may be— 
(loud cheers)—as long as we have & 
shiling to spend or a man to put 
into them. (Renewed cheers.) All 
that we can do and will do, but [ 
am not sure that even that will te 
enough, and I think it may be your 
duty to take back to your dominions 
across the seas this message and 
this impressions, that some personal 
duty and responsibility for national 
defence rests on every man, and citi- 
zen of the Empire. (Loud cheers.) 
Yes, gentlemen, take that message 
back with you, Tell your peoples— 
if they can believe it—the deplorable 
way into which Europe is lapsing ‘n- 
to militarism and the pressure that 
is put upén this little England to 
defend itself, its liberties—and yours! 
(Loud cheers), But take th’s mea- 
sage also back with you—that the Old 
Country is right at heart; that there 
is no failing or weakness in her; 
and that she rejoices in renewing 
her youth in her giant dominions be- 
yond the seas, (Cheers.)

RACE, FROM MARSH 


Edmonton Lad Defeats Experienced 
Marithorer in Hendy Fashion 
in His First Professional Race— 


May Run Shrubb Here Next 
Month, 
Leading John D. Marsh, af Win 
nipeg, winner of the Canadian 


Marathon Derby and 26 mile world’s 
record holder, by over two hundred 
ards for the last mile of the race, 
immie Fitzgerald finished the 
15-mile Marathom att Pxhibition 
track last night an easy winner. He 
had a reserve of endurance which 
enabled him to sprint the last hun, 
dred yards and to stand at the finish 
and watch his opponent complete the 
Tace. 

Fitzgerald’s victory was popular 
with the crowd. The people in the 
grandstand swarmed out upon the 
track and surrounded the plucky little 
runner, shaking his hand and slapp- 


ing him on the back in their ad- 
miration of his performance, It was 
Fitz's first professional race and to 


signal his entry into the professional 
arena by a victory over Joh D. 
Marsh was no mean triumph. His 
trainer, Jimmy Mciwan, who train- 
ed Art Burn and Lauder, was beside 
himself with delight when his charge 


eame down the streteh in front of 
the grandstand a winner by 3800 
yards Fitzgerald's time for the 
distance was given. officially as 
1 hour 2 minutes 47 45 seconds. 
This is several minutes slower than 
Marsh’s best time for the distances
